Wild Scenes of KnthuWasm—Telegram 


from Ogleeby. 


Yesterday was Republican day in De- 


oatnr, and it's no matter how New York 
goes, the boys have had their fun over 
;he Oglesby victory and are ready to 
make another similar demonstration on 
;he shortest notice. 


SPONTANEOUS ENTHUSIASM. 


When the telegram came from Chicago 


at 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon that Dick 
Oglesby was 20,000 ahead of Harrison in 
he state, and that Elaine was giving 
Cleveland a close rub for New York and 
Indiana, the enthusiasm of the surging 
and excited throng of jubilant Republi- 
cans blocking the street in front of the 
REPUBLICAN office burst forth with a gen- 
eral hurrah. It knew no bounds, and 
becoming contagions the cheers and songs 
went from mouth to month and from 
jlook to block until it spread throughout 
he city extending even to the levee. The 
'always ready" glee club led by Sheriff 
Foster got into the middle of the street 
and commenced singing the old campaign 
songs with many variations and the gen- 
eral applause of the crowd punctu- 
ated each song with ringing cheers. It

A MONSTER CROWD 


gathered at the court house at 7 o'clock, 
and here was witnessed another scene of 
wild joy over the good news. There was 
no attempt to check it. Added to the 
cheers wag the tooting of small and large 
lorns and clanging cow bells joined in the 
chorus. The crowd didn't appear to care 
much about returns. They wanted to 
give vent to their joy. Finally there were 
cries for speeches, and in turn I. N^Col- 
trin, M, F. Kanan, J. R. Mosser, W. W, 
Foster, Ed. Seger, J. O. Latabangb, Jason 
Rogers, Capt. Grason, Hugh Crea, W. C. 
Johns and George Betzar mounted the 
judge's desk aud made short talks, which 
were greeted with impartial applause.

Have 
nothing later than the general bulletin, 
dated 6:50 p. m. to-day, when out of 771 
precincts in the state my majority over 
Harrison was given at 10,171. If I get 
any more figures more definite than those 
given in general bulletins, I will commu- 
nicate them to yon. Present my compli- 
ments to all my friends and neighbors in 
glorious old Macon county.

At the democratic headquarters a large 


crowd gathered, and there was more or 
less cheering as the telegrams from the 
solid South and other strong Bourbon 
states came in. They didn't enthuse much 
on New York or Indiana until the last 
bulletin came, putting Cleveland 700 
ahead, and then they turned themselves 
loose, while the Republicans were doing 
the same act in fine shape at the court 
house. A number ot local leaders made
